AN ISl AND OF PEACE. 


T1i« Cnrttona Development of an KneHsb 


Colony of Ci>n\i<'ts. 


]n the Pacific, midway between 


New Zealand antl New Caledonia, 
there is an island whose history is 
curious enough. It is Norfolk is- 
land, discovered in 1776 by the cele- 
brated navigator Cook, its coasts 
are nrarly inaccessible. 
CJliffs pre- 


vent landing on all sides except nt 
two points, on the north and on the 
fconth respectively, which permit of 
access and which are utilized by 
vessels. The soil, which is of1 a dark 
tint, ia very fertile. It produces 
nearly all the tropical plants, a* 
well as those of temperate countries 
Besides coffee, bananas, sugar cane, 
leguminous vegetables of all kinds, 
oranges, lemons and citrons, the 
grape, apples, oto , flourish there 
marvelously. Al for the flura pe- 
culiar to the island, it is necessary 
only to mention the famous Norfolk 
island pine (Araucaria-'e\cel'-a) 
We have said that tho history of 
the island IB very curious. lu the 
beginning Norfolk received from 
Sydney, its sister colony, a popula- 
tion of convicts-; then, abandoned 
and again reocc'jpietl, it became in 
182G a place fo"- the transportation 
of condemned habitual criminals.. 
Terrible anu bloody sceiieH were en 
acted there, but at the suppression 
of transportation to the Australian 
colonies the ii-luiid "^vay again aban- 
doned. Now, there was at this date 
in the Pacific ocean another island 
whose inhabitants asked nothing 
better than to be removed. The is- 
landers were the descendants of the 
mutinouH rrew of thp English ship 
Bounty, whoso history, too long to 
tell [here and, besides, well known 
doubtless to tbe reader, forms one 
of the most dramatic episodes of the 
maritime aunula of the eighteenth 
century. 
The mutineers of the 


Bounty, nftT taking wives at Tahiti, 
settled on Pitcairn island, not less 
inaccessible than Norfolk.

were leading there a life unknown 
to the roi-t of the world, with winch 
they hiid broken off all relations,
